Dear Н 

І think that you should do 
whatever is in your best interest 
and makes you happy. Quitting 
your new job might make you 
happy temporarily. But quitting 
might not be in your best interest 
because it will be a step backward 
in your career, That will probably 
make you unhappy in the long 
run, 

I think that you have lost per- 
spective of the situation. Here's 
what I mean: The other principals 
were your friends when you were 
also a principal because you were 
all on the same administrative 
level. They felt very secure 
around you, then. Now in your 
new job, you are in an adminis- 
trative position that is superior to 
theirs and they are resentful. 
Maybe even a little bit jealous. 
They are administratively inferior 
to you, but they feel personally 
inferior to you. 

‘This іх a normal reaction but 
it is rather childish. Most Me 


feel uneasy, a bit nervous, in the 
company of someone to whom 
they feel inferior, They are not 
personally inferior. They do not 
lose their value as human beings. 
However, they feel that the pro- 
fessional advancement of another 
person, degrades them as human 
beings. This attitude represents 
their feelings of inadequacy and 
of insecurity as human beings. In 
effect, they have lost their per- 
spective of the situation, just as 
you have. 


Both of you must understand 
that some people are resentful of 
anyone whom they consider to be 
superior to them — even though 
that person may not be superior in 
any respect. Some people resent 
you if you speak correctly or 
dress "better" than they, 

What you should do is to ac- 
cept their responses as human 
frailties. Do not take it personally 
because it is a representation of 
their human weakness. Rise 
above the situation. Do по: re- 
spond to their infantile behavior. 
Be as pleasant as you сап be - 
unless, of course, their behavior is 
abusive. At that time, you should 
address it immediately, logically, 
strongly and unemotionally. Then. 
continue to be as pleasant and 
professional as you can be. 

If you continue this behavior, 
their responses will eventually, 
adjust change and fit the situati 


with consistent behavior, it will 
mean that you are viewing the 
situation from the proper per- 
spective. They will follow your 
lead.

Wake-up call for local black 
and hispanic leaders 


Dear Editor 

To me, it seems apparent that 
those of Jersey City’s elected offi- 
cials who happen to be black or 
Hispanic continually fail to recog- 
nize, let alone utilize, the consider- 
able potential of their collective po- 
litical strength. Hardly a week passes 
without at least one tangible re- 
minder, usually in the press, that our 
town’s black and Hispanic elected 
Officials receive far less than their 
fair share of the political pie and are 
considered no more than required 
window dressing on the local politi- 
cal landscape. The exception, of 
course, is usually that month just 
before acritical election when much 
emphasis is focused and more than 
а few,.dollars. invested in urgent 
“get-out-the-vote”’ efforts in easily 
identifiable black and Hispanic resi- 
dential areas. In between elections, 
however, it seems to me that black 
and Hispanic elected officeholders 
become invisible to the eyes of the 
local white power structure, includ- 
ing the press.

TAX CREDIT CAN PUT MORE MONEY IN YOUR 
FAMILY PAYCHECK 


by Marian Wright Edelman 


You may already know about 
the earned-income tax credit (EIC). 
Itgives many working families with 
children a break on their federal tax 
bill if they earn less than $21,250. 
The EIC is especially important to 
black families, whose incomes tend 
to be lower and therefore are more 
likely to qualify. Your family may 
be one of more than 12 million 
families that get the credit when 
they file their tax returns in April. 

It’salso possible to getthe credit 
another way — as extra money in 
your paycheck. And itcan help ease 
tight family budgets throughout the 
year. 


Oneadultina family can qualify 
for the credit if the family includes 
at least one child younger than age 


19 (24, if a full-time student). He or 
she can be your own child, an 
adopted child, a stepchild, a grand- 
child, or a foster child. 

According to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service: 


1) If you eam $131 to $224 a 
week, you get the maximum bonus 
of $22 each week. 


2) If you earn less than $131

What good is government that only 
helps itself. A government that is 
supposed to be of and for the people 
is proving itself to be for and by 
professional and permanent politi- 
cians.

tatives bounced 8,331 checks last 
year on accounts that already gave 
them aprivateand privileged House 
banking system. An audit of those 
accounts revealed overdrafts time 
and again for House members. 
Nearly one-third of the Congress - 
134 unidentified numbers - bounced 
581 checks of at least $1,000 each at 
the House bank. Also, House mem- 
bers have collectively run up over 
$300,000in unpaid eating and drink- 
ing tabs at Capitol Hill restaurants 
in a continual pattern of thumbing 
their noses at the American people. 
Inspite of the obvious failings of the 
Congress, the American public con- 
tinues to return incumbents to Capi- 
tol Hill at a 98 percent retention 
rate.
